3 That section 3(b) ( 1 ) of the Military Personnel and Civilian

5 as amended by 79 Stat. 789) , is amended by striking out 

6 “$6,500” and inserting in place thereof “$10,000”. 

7 Sec. 2. Section 1 of this Act is effective August 31, 

8 1964, for the purpose of reconsideration of settled claims as 
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1 provided in this section. Notwithstanding Section 4 of tilt; 

2 Military Personnel and Civilian Employees' Claims Act of 

3 1964, or any other provision of law, a claim heretofore set- 

4 tied in the amount of $6,500 solely by reason of the maxi- 

5 mum limitation established by section 3 (b) of the Military 

6 Personnel and Civilian Employees’ Claims Act of 1964, as 

7 amended, may, upon written request of the! claimant made 

8 within one year from the date of enactment! of this Act, be
